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USING THE SILVER MACE. 


4 TUMULTUOUS SCENE IN THE LOWER 
HOUSE OF CONGRESS. 


The Carolina Contested Election Case De- 


cided in Favor of Democrat Ellictt 
After a Heated Debate, in Which the 
Sergeant-at-Arms Has to Preserve Or- 
der—Mr. Thomas and His Ship—The 
Proposed Changes in the Naturaliza- 
tion Laws. 


Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.]— 
An exciting scene marked the closing of the 
Smalls-Elliott contest case in the House this 
afternoon. Representative Rowell made the 
closing argument in behalf of the contest- 
ant. It was a most effective one. His able 
demonstration of Smalis’ positive election 
was of such force that it ought to have ap- 
pealed to the honest convictions of every 
man on the floor. 

Mr. Crisp of Georgia delivered the closing 
address on the Democratic side. He dwelt 
more particularly on other subjects rather 
than the case in question. When Mr. 
Crisp had spoken for about half an 
hour be proceeded to branch off 
and attack tne elections in North- 
ern States, especiaily attacking Indiana and 
her floating vos. This brought Representa- 
tive Johnston of that State to his feet. John- 
ston was hissed and hooted by the members 
of the Democratic side in a most disgraceful 
manner, until Henry Cabot Lodge arose and 
expressed a desire amicably to settle the 
row. Mr. Lodge was also downed by the 
furious clamor on the other side. The cry 
of Sit down!” issued from one of the irate 
Southerners, which was met with the an- 
swer: “1 won’t,” from Mr. Lodge. Mr. Reed 
of Maine interceded at this juncture, but he 
was silenced by the cries from the side of 
the Democracy. Mr. Crisp’s time had ex- 
pired in the meantime, and the Speaker, on 
annduncing that fact, received a volley of 
warlike yells from both sides of the House. 
Crisp made an effort to prolong his speech, 
when, this time, it was the Republicans’ turn 
to yell themselves hoarse with “regular or- 
der.“ “sit down,” * yote,”’ etc. 

Mr. Crisp continued for a few moments, 
with the pandemonium going on on all sides 
of him, when Mr. Johnston of Indiana, at the 
top of his voice said that he would order his 
defense on the attack against his State print- 
ed in the Record. Yellsof No, no, no,“ im- 
mediately streamed from. the oth side. 
Finally the members, becoming exhausted 
from the strain on their lungs, ceased their 
noise. It was at this point Mr. Crisp secured 
the consent of the House to have his remarks 
continued in the Hecord. After obtaining 
this consent he agreed tositdown. He sat 
down for a few moments only. 

Mr. Rowell arose and asked unanimous 
consent that members having remarks to 
print on the contest case be allowed to insert 
them in the 
jected to by about fifty Democrats, who all 
arose in a body as if to give emphasis to their 
objections. 

Mr. Reed again expostulated, denouncing 
the unfairness of the members from we 
South in objecting to a request made bya 
Republican when a similar one had been 
granted the Democrats only a moment be- 
fore. Mr. Reed was met with jeers and a 
series of prolonged yells, the members rising 
in their seats this time to add dus force to 
their energies. 

The Speaker during this turmoil pounded 
and pounded the desk before him with the 
gavel, but tae pounding was unnoticed in the 
midst of the ghoulish din that was going on 
before him. At last he ordered the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms to enforce order in the House. 
For the first time during the present Con- 
gress the silver mace was brought into use. 
Mr. Hill, the Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms, 
stalked up and down the centre aisle, and 
the long pole with the silver eagle at its up- 
per extremity which he carried had the ef- 
fect of inducing the unruly members to re- 
sume their seats and remain quiet. 

Soon after order was restored the yea and 
nay vote was called on the elechon contest, 
which resulted 148 to 126 in favor of Elliott 
retaining his seat. The only Vemocrats vot- 
ing to seat Smalls were Russell of Massa- 
chusetts and Wilson of Minnesota. Ander- 
son of Iowa and Nichols of North Carolina, 
two of the Independents of the House, also 
voted with the Republicans. The Republic- 
an vote, therefore, of only 122 is the subject 
of sharp criticism, A spirit of indifference 
was assumed by many of the Republicans in 
the case. It was certainly a poor showing in 
the vote today and a decided lack of apprecia- 
tion in an election case where a Republican 
has, from the overwheiming amount of evi- 
dence produced, been deprived ot his just 
dues. Several of them did not even pair 
and thus keep the majority for Elliott down 
to its natural limit. This majority is only 11, 
yet Elliott was allowed to keep his stolen 
seat by a margin of 17. 


The Committee on the Judiciary of the 
House has finished its report on the Natural- 
ization bill lately presented, which is to serve 
as a report for all naturalization bills 
ported this session and any amended bills gf 
like nature. The report recites the defects 
in the present naturalization laws, which al- 
low undesirable citizens to become voters, 
and also permit dens to gain citizenship 
merely to return 1 ‘ir native country and 
avoid military dut his and similar prac- 
tices have in volveu us Government in com- 
plications abroad which caused Presidents 
Arthur and Cleveland to recommend to Con- 
gress the revision of the naturalization laws. 
The facility with which voters can be made 
in most of the States by the mere declara- 
tion of intention is on the eve of election a 
standing inducement to candidates and elec- 
tion committees of all partiesto hunt up 
such aliens as are too ignorant or indifferent 
to the right to vote to pay the fee to 
the court clerk for that privilege, and to do 
it for them and then march them to the polis 
as dumb driven cattle. While the law thus 
remains permitting such practices bribery 
and corruption will prevail in such localities, 
So deficient is the law and so careless is the 
practice of the Judges, with but few sxcep- 
tions, that it has become a matter of public 
notoriety that they perform this duty in 
such a perfunctory manner that any alien, 
however bad his character, can become a 
citizen of the United States. There is noth- 
ing in the law to deny citizenship to idiots, 
insane, paupers, criminals, or others who 
have come to the United States in flagrant 
violat:on of our immigration law. It 1s an 
anomaly and utter incongruity that such a 
subject ot a foreign governmentcan come into 
the United States against its will and in 
violation of its law, and then after a resi- 
dence of five years, it may de upon a home- 
stead which the United States gives him 
upon the public domain, he can prove by his 
own eath that during the last year of his res-

My only ambi- 
tion in this matter has been to s@ctre to the Gov- 
ernment a first-class vessel of war, combining 
the offensive powers of the best type of cruiser 
with the defensive powers of the monitor and a 
sea endurance, enabling the vessel to keep the 
sea for the greatest possible time without recoal- 
ing. All these requisites have been met in 
the vessel designed by me, and to say that it is 
the combination of old ideas is not stating the 
case fairly. When Sir Isaac Newton felt the 
force of the falling apple the force was not new. 
When Watt observed the power of steam in lift- 
ing the tea-kettle lia the power Was not new. It

COUNTING OF THE VOTE. 


GEN, HARRISON’s ELECTION FORMAL- 
LY DECLARED IN CONGRESS. 


First Canvass of the Electeral Vote Under 
the New Law by the Two Houses in 
Joint Session—The Opening and Kead- 
ing of the Returns Attended with Some 
Amusing Incidents — Senator Ingalls’ 
Rebuke to the Boisterous Kepresenta- 
tives. 

Wasnixerox, D. C., Feb. 13.— [Special. 
One o’clock today was the time appointed 
by Congress for counting the Electoral vote. 
Speaker Carlisle announced the entrance of 
the Senate just on the hour. Every member 
rose to do honor to the Senators. In they 
came, two by two, Senator Ingalls at their 


head, followed by the venerable Capt. Bas- | 


sett, who carried the strong boxes which 
held the certificates. There was no order 
about the position of the Senators; they 
paired off just as they chanced to stand, but 
it happened that the oldest members came 
first. They took the seats left for them on 
the Demecratic side of the House. Senator 
Ingalls took the chair made vacant for him 
by Speaker Carlisle, who sat at his left 
during the whole session. Ingalls looked 
the embodiment of hurry, shrewdness, and 
guile, and Carlisle presented the masklike 
front of a politician of the school of Clay and 
Webster. 

With a rapof the gavel Senator Ingalls 
called the body to order and  aa- 
nounced the business of the joint ses- 
sion of the two Houses ot Congress. 
Alabama’s count came first. Breaking the 
seal he handed the document to Senator 
Manderson, with the words: Tue teller will 
now read the Electoral vote of Alabama if

TO BREAK UP THE TRUSTS, 


The Ohio Legfsiative Committee Reports 
on the Pooling Combinations. 

Cotumsvs, O., Feb. 13.—[Special.]—The 
joint legisiative committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the subject of pools and trusts 
have conciuded their work and will report to 
the Legislature tomorrow. Their report 
deals with the combinations in Ohio, the 
cause and effectof the same, and recom- 
mendations. The Standard Ou Company 
comes in fora large share of attention. The 
committee says: 

** There can be no doubt that the evils re- 
sulting from this combination have already 
reached a point to justify stringent legisia- 
uon on the subject, and your committee sug- 
gest, in view of that tendency to cormbiwva- 
tion, that itis but but just to the producers 
and the consumers of Ohio that the General 
Assembly shouid affirm its position on the 
subject and that it should be done now.“ 

An examination of the Standard Oil or- 
ganization, says the report, will readily show 
that the underlying principle of the trust is 
the community of interest, and can be ex- 
pressed by tne term pooling of earnings or 
Without this 
feature the existence of such forms of 
combination would be impossible, and 
it is to this feature of such 
combination that the committee asks special 
attention of the General Assembly. The 
committee, therefore, recommends such 
legisiation as will prevent any combinauon 
by competing concerns the result of which 
shall be to fix prices, to restrict production, 
or for pooling earnings or profits, and that 
. penalties be provided for violations of 
such law. 


MORGAN'S ANTI-TRUST BILL. 
A Stringent Measure Introduced in the 
Minnesota Legislature. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
Representative D. F. Morgan will introauce 
in the House tomorrow a bill to suppress 
trusts and combinations of all kinds. The 
first section makes it unlawful to enter 
into or maintain any combination or agree- 
ment to prevent or restrict the production of 
any article ot commerce or to reguiate or 
control its market price. The next section 
makes it unlawful to make or carry out any 
agreement not to produce any article of 
commerce below a common standard or fig- 
ure; or to in any way interfere with free 
and unrestricted competition in the sale of 
such article; or to pool or combine 
in such a way as to affect its price. The 
third section is like ‘the first two. It seeks 
to prevent indirect combinations through 
trusts, trustees, or other fiduciary agent. 
The fourth section makes any contract in 
violation of these sections void in law and 
equity, 

The fifth section goes further and gives 
the purchaser of any article whose price is 
affected by trusts the right to plead the act 
as a defense for not paying for the article. 


The sixth section declares any ofticer | 


violating the act ullty 
of a felony, punishable by a 35,000 
fine or a two-year imprisonment, 
or both. Under Sec. 7 a corporation which 
vidlates the act forfeits its corporate rights 
and franchises, and the Attorney General, 
of his own motion, must institute an action 
tor the dissolution of its corporate ex- 
istence. Sec. 8 seeks to prevent cor- 
porations which huve violated the 
act from doing business or maintain- 
ing suits in this State, and any officer who 
transacts business knowing his corporation 
to have violated the law shall be guilty of 
felony. The last section permits associations 
of laboring men to take action regulating 
wages, and none of their rights or privileges 
are to be forfeited under this act.

Mayor Roche Expiains the Bill on Behalf 
of Chicago and Makes a Favorable Im- 
pression—Mr. Crafts Is at First Dis- 
posed to Make Objections, but Is Final- 
ly Satisfied—Mr, Riley of Joliet Speaks 
in Favor of the Din. 

Sprrinerrerp, III., Feb. 13—[Special.]— 
Mayor Roche and the gentlemen who came 
here with him this morning to advocate the 
Chicago Drainage bill now pending before 
the Legislature are quite confident and hope- 
ful tonight, though when they arrived the 
situation was anything but promising. They 
have labored zealously during the day in re- 
moving doubts and misconceptions, and in 
setting right members who misapprehended 
the provisions of the bill, and the result has 
been satisfactory. Many doubters are now 
hearty supporters of the measure, and 
many who were avowed enemies are now 
actively friendly or neutral. The gentlemen 
who composed the delegation accompanying 
the Mayor—Messrs. J. J. Glessner, C. L. 
Hutchinson, J. Frank Aldrich, O. M. Cooley, 
Harvey B. Hurd, Ald. Badenoch, Cullerton, 
and Horner—have worked earnestly among 
the members of the Senate and House in re- 
plying to and refuting the absurd and wholly 
untruthful stories eirculated by a little 
coterie of the malcontents residing in the 
vicinity of Joliet and Peru, and ex-Repre- 
sentative Riley of Joliet was an able co- 
adjutor of the Chicago delegation in this 
good work. ‘ 

RILEY TALKS TO MAYOR PAIGE. 

The latter arrived early this morning and 
had hardly set foot in the d before he 
attacked Mayor Paige and @group of Joliet 
officers from that city for circulating lying 
stories as to the character of the bill and the 
sentiments of the citizens of Joliet. He told 
Paige to his face that he was a falsifier, and 
that in opposing the bill he wholly misrepre- 
sented the intelligent people of the town which 
had the misfor.une to elect him Mayor. He 
said the people of Joliet and the vicinity 
wanted the bill passed and the project which 
it contemplated carried out. Paige, who was 
surrounded by a body guard, remained per- 
fectiy silent while Riley applied the terms

to him. The Chicago men, who were ipter- 
ested spectators, supported Riley’s views by 
arguments, facts, and figures, and they were 
courteously treated throughout. 

THE MAYOR’S SPEECH. : 

The next advantage gained was throuch 
Mayor Roche’s speech, of which a summary 
is given below. He avoided technical lan- 
guage, and presented his case brie fly, simply, 
and comprehensively. He showed that Chi- 
cago was willing to abate the nuisance 
caused by Chicago sewage in the Illinois 
Valley and pay a large amount for the 
same; that the bill was carefully drafted 
to protect every legitimate interest. Mr. 
Crafts’ objections to the bill, raised mainly 
for the purpose of heiping to get Chicago 
water for Cicero, were readily met and Mr. 
Crafts was satisfied. Mr. Cooley’s explana- 
tion as to the effect of the increased volume 
aiso satisfied the members. 

There is so much good feeling prevalent 
and the prospects of success are so fiattering 
chat Messrs. Hutchinson, Glessner, and 
others of the Chicago delegation have gone 
home. 

DISCUSSED IN THE HOUSE. 

The House session was devoted almost ex- 
clusively to a discussion of the Drainage 
bill. After prayer the Speaker announced 
that the Drainage bill was the order of the 
day in Committee of the Whole, and called 
Mr. Partridge of Lake to the chair, announ- 
cing at the same time that during his ab- 
sence on account of the death of a relative 
Mr. Miller ot Stark would be Speaker pro 
tem.

PROGBIBITION FOR ILLINOIS. 


Senator Fuller Introduces a Bill te Pro- 
hibit the Sale of Intoxicants. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 13.—[Special. |— 
The following is the full text of the bill in- 
troduced in the Senate this morning by Sen- 
ator Fuller, which is intended to absolutely 
prohibit the sale of intoxicants: | 
A BILL for an act to prohibit the manufacture 

and sale of intoxicating liquors in the State of 

Illinois. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the ple of the State 
of Illinois represented in the General Assembly. 
That it shall not be lawful to manufacture or 
sell in this State any spirituous liquors, malt or 
other intoxicating liquors for use as a beverage, 
orin any case to be drank upon the premises 
where sold, or in or upon any adjacent builaing, 
yard, premises, or place of resort. 

Sec. 2. The giv away of any intoxicating 
liquors, or other shift or device to evade the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be held and deemed te 
bean unlawful selling and a violation of this 
ac 


*. 

Sec. 3. Any person, company, or corporation 
who shall by himself, herself, itself, or another, 
either as principal, clerk, servant, or agent, vio- 
late any provision of this act shall for each 
offense pay a fine of not less than $100 nor more 
than $200 and be imprisoned in the county jail 
for not less than ten days nor more than thirty 


days. 

SRO. 4. Any fine or imprisonment mentioned in 
this act may be enforced by indictment in any 
court of record having criminal jurisdiction, or 
the fine above may be sued for before any Justice 
ot the Peace of the proper county in the name of 
the people of the State of lilinois, and in case of 
conviction the offender shall stand committed to 
the county jail till the judgment and costs are 
fully paid, : 

Sec. 5. In all prosecutions under this act, by 
indictment or otherwise, it shall not be neces- 
sary to state the kind ot liquor sold or to de- 
scribe the place where sola, or to show the 
knowledge of the principal to convict for the 
act of an agent or servant, and in such cases the 
persons to whom intoxicating liquors shall be 
sold in violation of this act shall be competent 
witnesses and shall be compelled to testify. 

Sec. 6. Tais act shall take effect and be in 


force the ist day of May after it shall have 


been adopted by a vote of the people of the 
State as hereinafter provided. 

Seo. 7. There shall be a special election held 
in each County in this State on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in October in the year 
1889, at which there shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors of this State the question as 
to whether this act shall be in force as hereinbe- 
fore provided. The ballots shall read: For 
the Prohibitory law and Against the Pro- 
hibitory law.“ Said election shall be conducted 
in all particulars as regular elections for State 
officers and returns shail be made and the vote 
canvassed in the same manner. If a majority of 
the votes so cast upon said proposition shali be 
„For the Prohibitory law the Governor shall 
thereupon issue his proclamation declaring this 
act to be in full force and effect from and after 
the first day of May, A. D. 1890.

MUONEY’S ANTI-TRUCK BILL. 


It Will Be Favorably Reported by the 
House Committee. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—The 
House Committee on Labor and Industrial 
Affairs this afternoon decided to report 
favorably on Mooney’s Anti-Truck bill, the 
first two sections of which provide: 

Sec.1. That it shall be unlawful for any 
person, company, or corporation, or association 
now engaged or hereafter to be engaged in any 
mining or manufacturing business in this State 
to engage in or be interested in, directly or in- 
directly, in the keeping of a truck store or con- 
trolling of any store, shop, or scheme for the 
furnishing of supplies, tools, clothing, wrovis- 
ions, of groceries to his, its, or their employés 
while so engaged in mining or manufacturing. 

SEC. 2. Every person, company, corporation, or 
association found guilty of violating Sec. one (1) 
of this act, either by himself, its or their agents, 
servants, or employés, or partners, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor for each and every 
day such business is done in violation of 
said section, and on conviction will be liable to a 
fine for each offense of not less than 80 nor more 
than $200, to be recovered in the name of the peo- 

le for the school fund, and any person having 

nowledge of the fact that such section has been 
violated may make complaint and cause sum- 


mons or warrants to be issued, and if conviction | 


follows and fine be paid such person shall be en- 
titled to one-half the fine when collected, to be 
paid by order of court to such person. 

The other sections prohibit deductions 
from the wages of employés, and the recov- 
ery of such deductions is punishable by a 
fine of not less than $50 nor more than $200. 

Daniel McLaughilin’s bill requiring individ- 
ual firms or corporations employing ten or 
more persons to pay semi-monthly payments 
of wages to their employés earaing less than 
$100 per month was also acted on favorably. 


THE WASHINGTUN STREET BRIDGE, 


Mayor Roche Discusses Mr. A. M. Wright's 
Letter on the Subject. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
Mayor Roche saw Mr. A. M. Wright's letter 
to him about the Washington street bridge 
for the first time today and in the coiumns 
of Tue Trisune. He had received no com- 
munication on the subject directly from Mr. 
Wright, and was somewhat surprised at the 
tone of the latter’s remarks. He said: 1 
know of no reason now why the central pier 
should not be enlarged so as to receive a 
bridge such as is suggested by Mr. Wright. 
The abutments coula be made so that they 
may in the future be made ready for such a 
superstructure. The only question is where 
we shall obtain the money for this 
work, which must be done now in 
connection with the repair of the 
tunnel. As to making the construc- 
tion of the bridge a condition of an elevated 
railroad ordinance, that isa matter for the 
Council. It will come before me later. I 
may say, however, that the surface roads 
will have no rights on Washington street 
bridge. That is a condition precedent to 
the contract suggested by Aid. Wetherell’s 
resolution. The people want to have this 
bridge tree from tracks, though they might 
allow the upper deck of such a bridge as Mr. 
Wright proposes to be used for an elevated 
road and in the manner described in his let- 
ter and interview. But it will probably be 
time enough to consider that subject when 
the L road ordinance is in existence. Mr. 
Wright’s suggestion that Mr. Yerkes had 
anything todo with the Washington street 
bridge project is the purest moonshine.”’ 


BREEDEN’S ARBITRATION BILL. 


Provisions for the Appointment of a Board 
of Mediation and Arbitration. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
Representative Breeden has succeeded in 
getting his Arbitration bill out of the House 
Committee on Labor and Industrial Affairs. 
It is similar to the Massachusetts law, and 
the Board of Arbitrators is to be constituted 
in this way: 

Within thirty days after the passage of this act 
the Governor shall, with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, appoint a State Board of Media- 
tion and Arbitration, to consist of three compe- 
tent persons, each of whom shall hold office for 
the term of two years. One of said persons shail 
be selected from the party which at the last gen- 
eral election cast the greatest number of votes 
for Governor of this State, and one of said per- 
sons shail be selected from the party which at 
the last general election cast the next 

atest number of votes for Governor of this 
tate, and the other one of said persons shall be 
selected from a bona fide labor organization of 
this State. If any vacancy happens by resigna- 
tion or otherwise the ernor shall in the same 
manner appoint an arbitrator for the residue of 
the term. If the Senate shall not be in session 
at the time any vacancy shall occur or 
exist, the Governor shall appoint an arbi- 
trator to fill tne vacancy, subject to the approval 
of the Senate when convened. Said board shall 
have a clerk or secretary, who shall be appointed 
by the board to serve two years, whose duty it 
shall be to keep a full and faithful record of the 
proceedings of the board, and also documents 
and testimony forwarded by the local boards of 
arbitration, and perferm such other duties as the 
said board may prescribe. He shall have power 
under the direction of the board to issue 
subpcenas, to administer oaths in all cases 
before said board, to call for and examine books, 
papers, and documents ot any parties to the con- 
troversy, with the same authority to enforce their 
production as is possessed by the courts of rec: 
ord or the Judges thereof in this State. Said ar- 
bitrators and clerk shall take and subscribe the 
constitutional oath of office and be sworn to the 
due and faithful perfermance of the duties of 
their respective offices before entering upon the 
discharge of the same. Au office shall be set 
apart in the Capitol by the person or persons 
having charge thereof for the proper and con- 
venient transaction of the business of the board, 


THE PRENDEKGAST AMENDMENTS, 


Favorably Acted Upon by the House Com- 
mittee on Elections. 

SprrinGFrie_p, Lil, Feb. 13.—[Special.}—The 
so-called Prendergast amendments were fay- 
orably acted. upon this afternoon by the 
House Committee on Elections.

It also makes provision to 
guard against unjust discrimination, and 
makes the penalty from $100 to $500 for the 
violation of the act, Prosecutions are to be 
at the instance of the railroad board, through 


the State’s Attorney of the county, and the 
injured party has the remedy of damages in 
turee times the amount of the injury. The 
schedutes of tne railroad board can be used 
as evidence in the courts.

GENERAL SPRINGFIELD NEWS. 


Bilis Reported Favorably by Committees— 
Miscellaneous Notes. 

Sprinerretp, III.. Feb. 13.—[Special.}— 
Senator Hogan’s bill providing for the ap- 
pointment of game wardens and the con- 
struction of fishways, recommended in the 
report of the Fish Commissioners, was given 
favorable consideration by the Senate Com- 
mittee on License and Miscellany. The Com- 
mittee on Insurance reported favorably the 
bill of Senator Campbeil making insurance 
companies responsible for the acts of their 
agents, and the Valued Policy bill of Mr. 
Eddy of the House was postponed till the 
next meeting. 


The Legal Rate of Interest. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 13.—[Special.]|—The 
members of the House Committee on 
Judiciary have novel opinions as to what 
should be the legal rate of interest. Some 
variance has been developedin the discus- 
sion of the bilis, of which there are a num- 
ber, reducing the interest rates, and Mr. 
Schuwerk was entertained this afternoon 
when his measure came up. The Schu- 
werk bill fixes the legal rate of m- 
terest at 4 per cent and the con- 
tract rate at 6 per cent, and if 
more is charged the person or corporation 
so charging forfeits the principal and inter- 
est, or “the whole business,” as its author 
put it. The bill does not go far enough,” 
said Mr. Merritt, addressing the committee.

The Non-Resident Trustee BIIL 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 13.—[Special.}—The 
friends of the Non-Resident Trustee bill 
scored a victory in the House Committee on 
Education this afternoon. Efforts were made 
‘to amend the pending bill so as to provide 
that a majority of the trustees should be res- 
idents of the State, but the majority of the 
members opposed the amendment. 

The bill was finally, after a lengthy discus- 
sion, ordered reported back with a favorable 
recommendation, the only material amend- 
ment to it being to the effect that no institu- 
tion shall be removed from the State unless 
upon the unanimous vote of the Board of 
Trustees. The bill was originally prepared 
by Chief Justice Fuller, 8. Corning Judd, 
and others, and was intended to benefit the 
Episcopal Seminary at Chicage. But the Na- 
perville College people objected to any change 
in the present law, and ever since the Epis- 
copalians have been working assiduously 
among the members. 


To Regulate Telephone Charges. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 13.—[Special.|— 
Senator Eckhart’s bill regulating the charges 
of telephones was slightly amended and re- 
ported back from the Committee on License 
with the recommendation that it do pass. It 
provides that the rate per month in cities of 
à population of 60,000 and over shall be $6 
an instrument; in cities of 25,000 and under 
60,000, $4. It was thought advisable to push 
the provision that persons owning two 
phones in different towns and desiring to 
communicate between them should be 31 
lowed to do so free, 

A bill providing for State inspection of 
loan and building associations was referred 
to the sub-committee having charge of bills 
of alike character and of which Senator 
Eckhart is Chairman. The sub-committee 
will hold a session in the morning to hear 
agents of the State League upon the merits 
of the bills before the committee. 


House Bills Favorably Acted On. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 13.—[Special. ]—The 
House Committee on Municipal Corporations 
has decided to report favorably on MokElli- 
gott’s bill providing thatall renewals and 
substitutions of street pavements and im- 
provements shall be done by general taxa- 
tion and not by special assessment on the ad- 
jacent property as now. The same commit- 
tee also took favorable action on Mahoney’s 
bill prohibiting sweat box methods by 
detective agents, amd requiring all detectives 
to secure a license from some court of record 
on the recommendation of the Mayor and 
Chief of Police. The Committee on Corpora- 
tions hasindorsed the Alien bill, providing 
for the petition of theowners of two-thirds 
of the abutting property to secure the im- 
provement of any street or boulevard, 


The Text Book Question. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 13.—[Special.]—The 
Senate Committee on Education reported 
back favorably the bill of Senator Chapman 
to enable the voters of any school district to 
vote upon the question of free text books. 
Delegations from the Farmers’ and Grangers’ 
Alliances will appear before the House and 
Senate Committees on Education in refer- 
ence to the book question. It is understood 
that they favor the bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Campbell, which provides that the print- 
ing of the books shall be let to the lowest 
bidder, the same as State printing is now let, 
and that the books be distributed to the 
patrons of the schools at the actual cost 
price. 

Bills Introduced in the Senate.

Return from New York—Cabinet Talk 
at Washington—General Political News. 

InDIaNaPouis, Ind., Feb. 1 1— 
As Gen. Harrison was about to - 
afternoon for his daily constitutional, after 
having spent six hours in his library reading 
and dictating answers to the more important 
letters referred to him by Private Secretary 
Halford for personal attention, he was asked 
a question which caused him to remark: 1 
don’t know yet chat I have been elected; I 
believe I have, but I don’t know it.” He ex- 
pected some information from Washington 
regarding the count of the Electoral vote, 
but none came, and no congfatuiatory mes- 
sages were received during the day, doubt- 
less for the reason that there is hardly a Ro- 
publican in the country who has not already 
formally assured him of gratification over 
his election. 

He could not have been disappointed, for 
congratulations in bulk are near at hand for 
perusal whenever he feels a desire for any- 
thing of that kind. Inacorner of the large 
bookcase in his library over 10,000 such mes- 
sages are stored, classified by States and Ter- 
ritories and arranged alphabetically. 

At the hour when the final count of the 
Electoral vote was in progress Gen. Harrison 
was busy in his library and Mrs. Harrison 
was engaged in the adjoining parlors in re- 
ceiving for the last time before her departure 
for Washington her old friends and neigh- 
bors in Indianapolis. 


THE LAST HOME RECEPTION. 

During the afternoon over 500 of them 
called, and as they continued to come until 
late it was decided to continue the reception 
tall 10 o’clock tonight. The total number of 
callers reached nearly a thousand. Gen. 
Harrison received with Mrs. Harrison to- 
night, and they were assisted by Mrs. Mc- 
Kee, their daughter; Mrs. Lord, the sister 
of Mrs. Harrison; Mrs. J. N. Huston of Con- 
nersville, and Mrs. T. F. Houghey of this 
city. Among the callers were many of the 
members of the Indiana General Assembly, 
accompanied by their wives or Jady friends.

Harrison. 

During the time intervening before the 
departure of the family -for Washington no 
callers will be received by Mrs. Harrison for 
obvious reasons. The time fixed for starting 
from Indianapolis is Monday afternoon, the 
25th inst. The party will compr besides 
Gen. and Mrs. Harrison, Mr and Mc- 
Kee, with their two children, Mrs. Lora, 
Private Secretary Halford, and probably one 
or two others. 

In a political way the most important infor- 
mation today relates to the result of Russell 
Harrison’s visit to New York. He arrived 
here today, and, itis believed, brought im- 
portant news, but this cannot be definitely 
ascertained, as the young man would not 
talk about his trip to his friends or to refre- 
sentatives of the press. It is understood 
that the situation is still unsatisfac- 
tory, and that it was not im- 
proved much by his __ visit, but 
in anticipation of the result Gen. Harrison 
had already determined what he would do 
and he is not worrying over the matter. He 
will leave that to the New York men now.

THE LINE BETWEEN STATE AND INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE. 
Evidently there will soon be a pressing 
need for adefinite legal rule as to when 
goods or products passing from one State to 
another cease to be articles of inter-State 
commerce and become subjects of purely do- 
mestio commerce. The Supreme Court of 
Iowa has just announced a decision to the 
effect that intoxicating liquor shipped into 
that State cannot be sold in the “ original 
package” or otherwise, but as soon as it 
reaches its destination ii Iowa comes under 
the State Prohibitory law. The poruon of 
the Iowa Prohibitory law which inhibited 
the transportation of liquor into the 
State has already been set aside as uncon- 
stitutional py the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Lawyers are divided as to 
whether the decision just made will be af- 
firmed or reversed. The question is cer- 
tainly a difficult one. It would seem that 
when Iowa attempts to suppress the liquor 
traffic within her jurisdiction she should be 
permitted to protect herself against a deluge 
of strong drink from the outside. What use 
is it for a State to legisiate against. the sale 


or manufacture of intoxicating drinks inside 


her own territory if such bevorages can be 
shipped in from other States? /Yet to allow 
such a right might impair or destroy freedom 
of commerce between the States. If a State 
is to be the judge when any article is inju- 
rious and can establish such rules of exciu- 
sion as it sees fit it may prohibit importation 
and sale in order to develop its own manutact- 
ures at the expense of other States. 

The doctrine asserted by the Iowa Su- 
preme Court is of great consequence in a 
field whoily outside that of anti-liquor legis- 
lation. It Federal power over an article of 
inter-State commerce ceases the moment it 
reaches its destination after passing from 
one State to another, it would seem that Con- 
gress will be powerless to deal with or sup- 
press the great trust combinations which ex- 
tend their operations over many States. The 
most oppressive of these combines have their 
headquarters and places of production in the 
East and their markets in the West. They 
make their agreements in one State to corner 
the markets and extort excessive prices, 
and they execute or carry out the 
compacts in other Staves. Can any 
power deal with these conspiracies unless 
it is abie to follow their operations 
from one State into another and punish an 
offense begun in one State jurisdiction and 
consummated in a second! The State which 
receives the goods cannot extend its laws to 
the State where they were produced, nor can 
the Commonwealth where the trust has its 
domicile punish the combine for acts per- 
formed elsewhere, Federal power alone 
would seem competent to control trusts that 
opérate in the field of inter-State commerce, 
and yet if its authority applies only to goods 
or products while in transitu it will be in- 
adequate. 

It will soon be a matter of urgent im- 
portance for the Federal Supreme Court to 


draw a distinct line between State and inter- 


State commerce—to show just where one be- 
gins and the other stops. The only satis- 
factory rule will be one which secures to the 
States full authority to enforce police regu- 
lations, liquor laws, etc., even though they 
affect commerce to some extent, while all in- 
ter-State transactions which do not concern 
the health or morals of the people, but are 
purely commercial, shall be subject to ex- 
clusive Federal control until the purposes of 
commerce among the States are secured, 


BIMETALLISM IN GERMANY. 

Now that the British Gold and Silver Com- 
mission is about equaily divided as to the 
remonetization of silver by international 
agreement the agitation for bimetallism is 
gathering force in Germany. For some years 
Germany has looked to England to take the 
initiative, and thé rapid progress of the bi- 
metallic doctrine in Great Britain is produc- 
ing in Germany just the results that should 
have been anticipated. A recent cable dis- 
patch from Berlin says: 


the unsettled question of bimetal- 
lism in the Reichs a majority, composed of 
Conservatives, Free nservatives, and Center- 
pe are not satisfied with the waiting attitude 
of the Government and want the cellor to 
initiate negotiations for an international confer- 
encé on the ratio of gold and silver. Should Eu- 
gland delay acting on the recommendations of 
a — C ot the 1 Currency 
mmission, an ear vernme 
action, Herren Helidorf, 4 — 
will, on the reopening of the House, introduce a 
resolution calling upon the Government to con- 
voke a conference. 


The position of Herr Scholz, Prussian Min- 
ister of Finance, is said to be seriously men- 
aced owing to his persistent advocacy of the 
gold standard. Germany, like Engiand, is 
finding its foreign trade restricted by pre- 
serving a gold standard at home and dealing 
with other countries on a silver basis. The 
country using the cheaper money has in such 
cases much the same advantage it would 
gain from a well adjusted tariff and aims to 
sell as much to and buy as little as possible 
from the gold standard country. Practically 
England, and in a less degree Germany, has 
put a bounty on the production of wheat in 

silver using India, and it is the increasing 
agricultural competition from that quarter 
which accounts for the agitation against 
-monometaliism in Great Britain and Ger- 
many. As this belief finds lodgment in the 
minds of the British and German farmers it 
will surely provoke a strong political agi- 
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irbach, and Kardorff . 


is having no trouble with its silver, which is 
as good as gold in every part of the country, 
and it certainly has no desire to unload its 
silver stock on other nations. When these 
facts are understood in Burope the United 
States will not be regarded with ill-founded 
suspicion and the cause of bimetallism will 
receive a new impulse. 


A MOCKERY OF A PRIZE-FIGHT. 

It is the privilege of this country to be con- 
tinually in a state of “ breathless suspense.” 
We get through with one only to plunge iato 
another, Weeks of excited waiting to learn 
whether Harrison or Cleveland shall win 
are succeeded by more weeks of uncertaiaty 
as to whether Myer or McAuliffe shall prove 
to be the victor in the roped-off ring. Great 
issues were at stake. The Illinois Oy- 
clone and the Eastern Terror were to 
contend for the lightweight championship of 
the world. It was Napoleon and Wellington 
at Waterloo. It was Sayers and Heenan 
meeting as the fistic representatives of the 
Old World and the New. 

Nobody has been paying any attention to 
Cleveland at Washington or Harrison at In- 
dianapolis. All eyes have been turned on 
Myer at Streator and McAuliffe at Beloit. 
It was of no consequence who was to be in 
the Cabinet, or what had been decided about 
bustles or low-necked dresses. What did the 
pugilists eat? How did they exercise? Were 
they in good or bad form! When and where 
was the match to come off? Were there any 
tips? These were the things that have been 
thrilling the North American world, and 
husbands réturning w their homes have 
been asked not about the President’s wife, 
but what the news was from the boys. 

This interest was general. It is true that 
there are many who have a prejudice against 
prize-fighting. They call it a bloody and dis- 
gusting business, and they only read about 
a fight that they may know just how brutal 
and disgusting it was. These people respect 
the scars of the soldier, but they can see 


nothing glorious in the broken nose of the 


pugilist. But the feelings of this class were 
not much stirred up in this case. It was a 
lightweight fight, and then acity paper noted 
for its humanitarian and benevolent ideas 
was the stakeholder. It was concluded that 
under these circumstances the battle would 
be more Quakerish than bloody, and 80 it 
turned out to be, to the displeasure of tnose 
who think gore and bruises the best evi- 
dence of valor. 

Indeed, in viewof all this breathless sus- 
pense the country must feel sold when it 
learns that taese two champions ‘whose 
movements it has been watching so eagerly 
simply poked at one another in an ineffectual 
sort of a way for sixty-four rounds and then 
went to dinner. Both of them were much 
Uke the American troops at Bladensburg 
who didn't seem to take any interest.“ No 
smellers were smashed, no bread-baskets 
were punched, no claret flowed responsive 
to the taps of weildirected dukes. The 
mawieys of the combatants were as inef- 
fectual as if they had been tied behind them. 
Mike McDonald was right when he told the 
Sheriff of Lake County, who burned with 
zeal to stop the row, that it was nothing but 
a boxing-match. But what better can be 
expected of a degenerate breed of bruisers 
who fight in an opera-house with gaslights 
brightly burning and with ushers to conduct 
gentlemen to their seats! 

We of Illinois should feel specially humil- 
tiated. We selected Myer as our champion 
and he has not won us the lightweight glo- 
ries of the world. It might be weli for him 
to take in his sign. He is not a cyclone. It 
would be an insult to a respectable wind to 
call him a zephyr. He has betrayed his coun- 
try. It looks much as if filthy lucre had 
something to do with it. If the price of ad- 
mission had been so small that the proceeds 
would not have been worth dividing there 
might have been a joliier fight. Emphatically, 
the affair was a disgraceful one from begin- 
ning to end—no biood shed, no teeth gone, no 
eyes blackened. It was not a fight; it was a 
“combine.” 


CATTLE AND DRESSED BEEF. 
Judgug from the outcry heard on all sides, 


Kast as well as West, against the dressed 


beef men, they are little short of being moral 
monsters who are ruining the country while 
supplying it with a large part of its animal 
food. They are alleged to have effected a 
combination that has depressed the prices of 
cattle to a point at which it no longer pays to 
raise them, and to have kept up the price of 
beef to as high figures as prevailed a few 
yearsago. A few facts in regard to the first 
of these allegations may be of interest in 
helping to an understanding of the real 
merits of the case. 

The réceipts of cattle in this city in 1884 
were 1,817,000 head. The average price per 
pound on the hoof for that year was stated by 
Tus Tripune to have been 5 cents. For last 
year the receipts were 2,611,000, and the aver- 
age price ashade over four cents per pound. In 
four years the receipts increased nearly 50 


per cent, or in the proportion of three to two, 


while the price shrunk to not quite so great 
an extent as that proportion inverted. The 
augment in population during tne interval 
was about 10 per cent, and the foreign busi- 
ness in beef products has not grown to any- 
thing like that extent. The supply has thus 
increased much faster than the demand, and 
every well posted commercial man knows 
such a condition always meansa decline in 
prices. If the difference in the number of 
mouths be taken into the account the shrink- 


age in quotations will be seen to approximate | 


closely to the ratio of increase in supply. 
Hence the raisers of cattle have really tared 
better than might have been expected, the 
drop in price usually proceeding at a rapid 
rate when the fact of a surpius is understood 
by buyers to be established. In extending 
the area of cattle culture all over the Great 
West during the last few years the stockmen 
have done far more to invite a radical depres- 
sion in prices than have the wheat growers in 
the same time, and have not fared so badly 
as they, while bread is regarded as an article 
of prime necessity by thousands who can 
easily get along without eating much meat. 
Wheat dropped more than one-third in sell- 
ing value in the interval named, and the re- 
cent advance cannot fairly be cited in com- 
parison, because itis professedly based on a 
scantiness of yield, which is not cleimed by 
the cattle growers. On the contrary, the 
animals are now rushed to market at as 
lively a rate as ever, the arrivals being so 
liberal as seriously to embarrass commission 
men, who try to secure what their principals 
will accept as a fair return for the property. 
For this reason prices today are fully one- 
quarter cent per pound iower than the aver- 
age for last year. 

The cattle growers have none but them- 
selves to thank for the depression which is 
making beef so cheap as to cause an outcry 
among the butchers against the men who buy 
the bulk of the arrivals in the market and 
sell the product at a moderate profit. Noone 
familiar with the facts in the case can doubt 
that the business of cattie raising has been 
overdone for the present. A few years ago 
it was held up as the great bonanza which 
was going to pile up riches thick and fast for 

those who should engage in it. The re- 
was a wild rush to appropriate 


territory 
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; opened ranges was 80 good as to enable the 
early investors to realize large profits, but 


when this siackened down the surplus had to 
be sent to market. That surplus has been in- 
creasing ever since, subject to slight fluctua- 
tions due to the weather of partioular winters 
on the plains. The result now is a plethora 
of supply which can only be got rid of by ac- 
cepting prices low enough to permit the peo- 
ple to eat cheap animal food, and there is lit- 
tle doubt they would be still lower but fora 
comparative scarcity of hogs this winter, 
which represses the consumption of pork 
meat. The decline in the selling value of 
cattle has been brought about by the opera- 
uon of natural law, and no amount of resolv- 
ing or protesting can stop it. The only way 
in which sellers can hope to bring abouta 


reaction is to reduce the number of animals 


placed on the market. Probably they will 
not do this to any alarming extent till after a 
further cheapening has been effected, as the 
raising of cattle on the range still pays better 
than does the growing of the cereals on 
farms in the States farther East. 


THE CHANGE OF GOVERNMENT IN JAPAN. 

The most important and significant event 
which has happened thus far in the progress 
of the new year is the promulgation by im- 
perial edict of a constitution for Jupan. By 
this manifesto, which was issued last Mon- 
day, the absolute monarchy form of govern- 
ment, which has existed in Japan for 2,550 
years, is changed to a constitutional form, 
and marks another step in the forward lib- 
eral progress of that interesting country. 
The Japanese themselves claim that their 
Empire was founded 660 B. C. by tneir first 


' Emperor, Jimmu, and that the present Mikado, 


Mutsu Hito, belongs to his dynasty. From 
Jimmu to Mutsu Hito the absolute form of 
government has prevailed, the power of the 
Mikado having been unlimited in every de- 
partment of government. ‘The first step in 
the direction of liberalism was taken in 1869, 
when a Parliament was formed. Its life, how- 
ever, was short. In 1875 a Senate was estab- 
lished with legislative power, but its decis- 
ions had to be affirmed by the Mikado. In 
1881 a Council of State was established with 
powers somewhat resembling those of our 
House of Representatives. The popular drift 
had been in the direction of constitutional 
form of government for some time indeed, 
and in 1881 the Mikado yielded to it suf- 
ficiently to issue an imperial rescript an- 
nouncing that a constitutional government 
would be adopted in 1890, and that in the 
same year the first National Assembly should 
meet. 

As the first step towards this important 
change Count Ito, the Minister President, 
was commissioned by the Mikado to examine 
the constitutions of different countries and 
prepare onefor Japan. The intervening time 
has been spent by the Count in this duty, 
and at last he has formulated a constitution, 
based upon that of Germany, aided by law- 
yers and officials of that country, and Mon- 
day last it was promulgated from the throne 
by the Mikado himself. It establishes a 
House of Peers, the members of which are 
partly hereditary, partly elective, and partly 
nominated by the Mikado. The House of 
Commons 1s to corsist of 300 members elected 
by the people. The suffrage is extended to 
all men over 2 years of age who pay taxes 
annually to the amount of $25. The Parlia- 
ment possesses legislative functions and the 
control of the finances under certain limita- 
tions. Liberty of religion, freedom of 
speech, and the right of public meeting are 
also declared. Thus peacefully the govern- 
ment of the Empire is changed, and from 
now until 1890 the people will have time to 
adapt themselves to their new conditions 
and to get ready to elect their represent- 
atives. 

During the last quarter of a century 
Japan has been gradually preparing herself 
for this important change. She has greatly 
enlarged her intercourse with the Western 
world and American influences have been 
strongly at work. Her army and navy, her 
post-office department, schools and colleges 
have been modeled upon our own, and she 
has adopted many customs, both American 
and European, besides availing herself of 
our latest improvements in railroad, tele- 
graph, and telephone service. If she has not 
adopted a constitution ‘modeled upon our 
own and declared a full-fledged republic it is 
probably because the Government wisely ap- 
prehends that the people are not yet far 
enough advanced for so radical a change. 
Still, the step from an absolute to a constitu- 
tional form of government, based upon pop- 
ular representation, is a long step forward 
towards free popular government and is in 
striking contrast with the conservatism of 
China and her other Asiatic neighbors, who 
are centuries behind the little Empire in all 
that goes to make up advanced civilization. 


SAVAGERY IN LOUISIANA. 

A short time ago the Mayor of New Iberia, 
La., ordered the arrest of seventeen citizens 
of that place who nad been ergaged in lynch- 
ing a negro for some fancied offense and in 
whipping, bulldozing,- and driving out of 
town numerous others against whom no 
charge ot any kind had been made. When 
the seventeen men were broughtin there 
were found among them the Democratic 
editor of the Iberia Znterprise, a Brigadier 
General of mulitia, a Captain of militia, the 
President of the police jury, a member of the 
School Board, and a Deputy Sheriff. It can- 
not be charged therefore that in this case the 
mob was composed of irresponsible, drunken 
persons unknown to the authorities. They 
were respectable citizens of the town; in a 
word, the officers of the law itseif, sworn to 
maintain it and to administer justice. These 
good citizens have been released upon bail to 
appear at the next jury term of the District 
Court, but it is safe enough to assert that 
their cases will never came to trial, If the 
Governor of Louisiana were desirous to re- 
buke his militia officers and Deputy 
Sheriffs it would be easy for him 
to revoke their commissions. Meanwhile 
the New Iberia affair is already getting 
antiquated. Outrages of this kind are con- 
tinually occurring. Since those at Iberia, 
the regulators of Lafayette County have 
come to the front and have been whipping 
and hunting innocent negroes. Heywood 
Handy, a negro at Houghton in that State, 
who was discharged in court as not guilty of 
theft, was hunted down the other day by a 
mob who were bent upon driving him out of 
the place and lynched because he de- 
fended himself, as he nada right to do. But 
no one has been arrested or punished, though 
the perpetrators are known. If the authori- 
ties of Louisiana are going to stop these out- 
rages, as they promise, would it not be well 
to begin somewhere? The New Orleans pa- 
pers have been free in their criticisms of 
Gov. Lowry of Mississippi for his negligence 
and inaction in the caseof the Kemver Coun- 
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or personal motives—such as a 
longing for commercial advantages ”’—could 
have prompted opposition to it. It is now 
becoming apparent that the valley opposi- 
tion has been mainiy the work; not of the 
people themselves but of a few scattered in- 
dividuals who have in some instances been 
honestly mistaken as to the merits of the 
plan, but in others have thought that to fight 
it and pose as champions of the rights of the 
people might win them popularity and piace. 
Monday evening four out of seven members 
of a Joliet committee voted undying hostility 
to the Drainage bill. Tuesday evening, at a 
big meeting of the taxpayers of Joliet, roso- 
lutions were passed indorsing the Drainage 
bill with slight amendments, thus repudiating 
and disowning the anti-drainage policy of 
their Mayor. There is no doubt that the tax- 
payers and substantial citizens of every val- 
ley town, from Joliet to the mouth of the 
river, would express the same séntiments, 
and will doubtless express them should it be- 
come necessary to do so, The citizens of 
Joliet have acted wisely and well. They 
know that their interests and those of this 


city are akin, and that what will help us 


greatly cannot fail to benefit them. 


Many of the visitors from the East who 
have been moving about Chicago and its 
suburbs so mysteriously for a day or two 
and finally found the storm centre at North 
Judson, Ind., can now return home with their 
spheres of information considerably enlarged. 
It has been their habit to sneer at the crude, 
raw West as having no pretensions to dis- 
tinction in pugilism, and nothing but actual 
demonstration could convince them that Lili- 
nois had a hard-hitter who could stand up for 
any considerable time before Jack McAuliffe, 
„the Brooklyn lad.“ For weeks in the East 
bets With large odds in favor of McAuliffe 
were rarely taken because in that section 
few admirers of the fist fighting amuse- 
ment had any confidence in the “Streator 
Cyclone.“ A “mill” that lasted for sixty- 
four rounds and ended in a draw leaves the 
question of light-weight pugilistic honors 
quite evenly divided between the East and 
the West. The knocker-out from Illinois 
proved amatch if not the master of the 
champion hard-hitter from New York. 

The inferior and subordinate rank which 
the West has occupied in matters of pugil- 


_ ism can only be explained by the conditions 


of public sentiment. Men of great physical 
strength, courage, and endurance are found 
here in greater numbers than in the East, 
and yet successful prize-fighters are compar- 
atively few in thissection. In the West pugil- 
ists are not made publicheroes and rewarded 
with wealth and honors. There is little in- 
ducement fora man of great strength and 
prowess to became a professional pugil- 
ist. Besides, brawny Western men who are 
endowed with the qualities of a successful 
pugilist are almost always disgusted with the 
hippodrome exhibitions of fancy boxing and 
„science“ which command so much admira- 
tion in the East. If Western lumbermen, coal- 
heavers, miners, etc., were to turn the ir atten- 
tion to pugilism they would go at it in ear- 
nest and devote themseives to hard slugging 
and knocking-out rather than to skillful spar- 
ring. In the East, where physical degen- 
eracy is the rule, a good boxer is looked on 
as a prodigy and made a hero. If like public 
admiration and encouragement were extend- 
ed to pugilists in the West every village 
coula develop a terrible slugger against 
whom the fancy boxers of the East would 
have little show. But with sentiment as it. 
is Western men must find other fields in 
which to show their muscle and prowess. 


Tun sovereign and indestructible State of 
Nevada is hard up. She is falling off in pop- 
ulauon and in wealth. She has tried many 
ways to get both, but in vain. She asked Cali- 
fornia to give her a few counties, so that her 
population might be raised above its present 
50,000, but California, which while a Mexican 
province included all Nevada, declined to 
make any further concessions to that seedy 
Commonwealth. Now, in despair of. any re- 
spectable way of getting what she needs, 
Nevada has turned to adisreputable one. The 
Legislature at its last session submitted to 


the popular vote an amendment to the Con- 


stitution authorizing the State to go into 
the lottery business. Some of the Nevadans 
had seen what the Louisiana lottery had 
done for the State it owns, and they thought 
‘that to start similar enterprises in Novada 
might bring wealth if not people. This 
amendment was voted on yesterday, and the 
present belief is thatit has been adopted. 
If so, we shall see one of the States-of this 
great Union brought down to a level with 
the Principality of Monaco, which lives by 
its gaming-house. The country will be 
flooded with the runners for the Nevada as 
it now is witn those for the Louisiana 
lottery. All the expenses of the State Gov- 
ernment will be met by robbing the fools of 
the other States, and instead of Senators 
elected by mining companies we shall have 
them chosen by a lottery company. If this 
amendment should pass and Nevada should 
become nothing buta policy shop it will be- 
come necessary, State rights or no State 
rights, for the other States to interfere and 
put a stop to that sort of business. If Nevada 
cannot live decently let her die, 


Col. . J. M. Attzn of North Carolina quotes 
Mr. Blaine as having said in a private con- 
versation that President Harrison tendered 
him the position of Secretary of State a few 
days after the election.” This, of course, is 
a mistake, ana should be corrected by fixing 
the date of the tender as a few days after 
the meeting of the Electoral College in Janu- 
ary.

This precedent in the work of Cabi- 
net-making has been generally observed by 
the Presidents. Gen. Harrison, with his 
lawyerlike habits of exactness and his care- 
ful regard for proprieties, would hardly 
aeviate from it and proceed to tender a 
position in the Cabinet before the of- 


ficial votes necessary to give him title to the e 


Presidency had been cast. Heretofore 
the Electoral College met in December, but 
this year under the new law it did not meet 
until January, and hence Gen. Harrison, 
while following the established precedent, 
necessarily had to wait a month longer than 
other Presidents had done before tendering 
posts in the Cabinet. Now that the colleges 
have met and the vote has been finally 
counted in Congress, Gen. Harrison will no 


doubt feel free to announce his preferences 


and make an unconditional tender of Cabi- 
net portfolios, The public wili doubtless 
soon have full information as to the Harrison 
Cabinet now that tne last official step in Gen. 
Harrison’s election to the Presidency has 
been taken. .

Indiana Democrats are so plam it would be 
wise to look with distrust at any bill that 
they may pass with the professed object of 
making elections purer. The probabilities 
are that their bill will be found to contain 
provisions which will put the entire control 
of the election machinery in the hands of 
that party which, while in a majority in the 
Legislature, is, as the lust election shows, in 
a minority in the State at large. With all 
the judges and clerks Bourbons Indiana will 


become as truly Democratic as South Caro- 


lina, for, however the people may vote, the 
returns will be cooked up so as to show a 
majority for the party in power.

A BILL was passed by the Kansas Senate 
the other day requiring all boardmg-house, res- 
taurant, and hotel keepers to label oleomargarine 
or other butter imitations when used on their 
tables. For the fuller protection of the public 
from imposition this measure should be followed 
by others of a similar nature, so that a guest at 
one of these places, when he sits down to par- 
take of a meal, should find the butterine, prop- 
erly so tagged, resting in a dish labeled “imita- 
tion cut glass,“ and provided with a butter-knife 
having a card tied to it inscribed not genuine— 
only XX plate.” The hash should be marked, 
“left over scraps and gristle, the chicken-salad, 
“chopped veal and miscellancous vegetables,“ 
the bread, “this has alum in it,“ the maple 
sirup, “doctored glucose,” the coffee, “chicory,” 
the table-cloth, “imitation damask,” and the 
table itself, “imitation walnut.“ In fact, there 
is hardly a limit to th@usefulness of this pro- 
posed reform. The guests at such places ought 
also to be labeled, for the protection of the pro- 
prietors and for protection from each other, as 
**pogus philanthropist,” “imitation reformer,” 
“veneered moralist, “‘I wear false hair, com- 
plexion not genuine,” “this smileis hollow and 
deceitful,”’ and the like.

3 13.—A startling accident oc- 

aybreak yesterday to the express- 
train Le Rapide, coming from Nice to Paris. 
As the train reached a point about five miles 
south of Dijon the passengers in a new car- 
riage in which the compartments communi- 
cate with each other noticed a strong smell 
of something burning. The carriage was 
heated, not with the usual hot water 
foot but 

) air 

permeate the floor of the compart- 
ments. One passenger, at ten minutes 
past 6, noticed that flames were darting up 
from the floor. The night had been terribly 
cold and the wind had blown the gas out. The 
passengers pulled at the knob of the alarm 
signal, but the signal did not work, it being 
jammed or frozen. 

There were tweive persons in the car- 
riage... The flames were increasing with 
frightful rapidity. The floor of the train 
was one mass of glowing embers. The pas- 
sengers jumped upon the seats and shrieked 
for the guard. When the train began to 
slow up for the station of Dijon the guard 
noticed the smoke and at once stopped the 
train. The flames were already curling 
about the seats and cushions. 

The pesseneers jumped out of the car- 
riage, some of them leaving their luggage 
behind them. The rest of the train went on 
to Dijon for assistance, leaving the passen-

gers and a few employés in a shed near the 


track, where the carriage soon became a 
bonfire and was destroyed, together with a 
portion of the passengers’ handbags. 


PAT MOLLOY ON TRIAL, 


Hearing the Charge of Perjary Against the 
„Times“ Witness. 

Lonpon, Feb, 18.— The hearing in the case 
of Patrick Molloy, who is charged with hav- 
ing testified falsely before the Parnell Com- 
mission, was resumed in the Bow Street Po- 
lice Court today. Mr. Walker, managing 
clerk for a Dublin solicitor, testitied that tne 
London Times had employed him to collect 
evidence. He had an interview with the 
defendant Molloy, who, after much press- 
ing, stated that he joined the Fenian 
Brotherhood when he was 16 years 
ofage. Soon after becoming a member he 
discovered the dangerous character of tne 
organization. The members, he found, were 
pledged to engage in secret efforts against 
the Government and to convey arms for the 
purposes of the brotherhood. He himself 
had handed arms to Michael Fagan, an In- 
vincible, who was afterward hanged. Molloy 
joined the Invincibles in 1882, being intro- 
duced by Carey. Atameeting of the In- 
vincibles the murder of Judge wson was 
discussed. Patrick Egan was present at that 
meeting, and upon leaving wrapped himseif 
up in a big ci in order to disguise himself. 
Egan also attended a later meeting, at which 
the failure ot the attempt upon Judge Law- 
son’s life was discussed. 


FRANOIS JOSEPH IN PESTH. 


The Presidents of the Hungarian Diet with 
Resolutions of Condolence Received. 

Pestu, Feb. 18.—Emperor Francis Joseph 
today received the Presidents of both houses 
of the Hungarian Diet, who presented him 
with resolutions of condolence passed by 
their respective houses. In reply to the re- 
marks of the President of the Upper House 
the Emperor said: 

My trust in the Almighty, the firm support af- 
forded me by my beloved wife, and the heartfelt 
sympathies of my peoples afford me strength to 
fulfill my duties as a fuler. I expect the House 
of M ates to lighten my task by their tradi- 
tional loyalty and to assist me to realize my in- 
tentions. 

To the President of the Lower House he 
said: 

With God's help I will not falter in fulfilling 
my duties. I rely upon the House of Represent- 
atives to support the Government, whichj en- 
joys my full confidence, in the spirit, wisdom, and 
judgment required by the exigencies of tne situa- 
tion. 


The 4 (nee also presented the Em- 
peror with a tution of condolence adopted 
by the municipal authorities. In reply the 
Emperor said: 

I hope that du the few weeks of mournin 
Iand the Queen will pass here the Capital wil 
bear witness by its demeanor to the attachment 
and loyalty to the crown which hitherto it has 
always displayed.

The French Premier Merely Declares Re- 
vision of the Constitution Advisable, 

Parts, Feb. 18.—Premier Floquet, in the 
proposal which he will submit to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies tomorrow, avoids specifying 
a scheme for the revision of the Constitu- 
tion, simply deciaring that arevision is ad- 
visable.

THE EARTHQUAKES IN COSTA RICA. 


A Fearfal Cataclysam, Similar to That of 
1841. 

Panama, Feb. 18.— The following details of 
the recent earthquakes in Costa Rica are pub- 
lished in the Annwneiator Costa Ricense: At 8 
p. m. Dec. 29, while the inhabitants of San 
José, the Capital, were preparing to enjoy 
the entertainments which had been prepared, 
a strong sbock of earthquake caused 
general alarm. At 11 o'clock another 
and a stronger shock occurred, leading 
all to believe that another would soon follow. 
For this reason no one retired to rest. Thus 
all were awake when, at 4:20 a. m., a move- 
ment occurred which was more than a simple 
earthauake, being reaily a fearful cataclysm 

similar to that of September, 1541, and which 
dia immense damage in the Cities of San 
José and Heredia and the Villages of Baba, 
Santa Barbara, San Rafael de Heredia, 
Grecia, and Santo Domingo and in many 
smailer hamlets. The edifices which suf- 
fered most in San José were the cathedral, 
the Carmen and Merced churches, the Presi- 
dential palace, the artillery barracks, the 
national palace, the central barracks, the 
national printing-offices, and the Union 
Bank. It may be truly said that 
not a single house esca injury. It 
has been necessary to close the churches and

Compulsory Education Measures.

WHO THE REAL 8ST. VALENTINE WAS. 


A Martyr Whose Death-Day Was Far From 
Being Related to Amorous Matters. 

It good St. Valentine, priest and martyr, 
could return to earth in these latter days no 
would be greatiy shocked at the 
frivolity and foolishness that are perpetrated 
in his name. Valentine, saith an 
antiquarian authority, was a holy 
priest in Rome, who, with St. Marius and his 
family, assisted the martyrs in the persecu- 
tions under Claudius Il. He was arrested 
and sent by the Emperor to the Prefect of 
Rome, who, finding all efforts to make him 
renounce his faith ineffectual, com- 
manded him to be beaten with ciubs 
and to be behéaded, all 
of which was duly executed Feb. 14, 
about the year 270. Po ulius L is said to 
have built a church in Rome near the Ponte 
Mole to Valentine's memory, which for a 
long time gave the name of Porta Valentini 
to the gate now called Porta del Popolo. 
The greater part of his relics are now in the 
Church of St. Praxides, and his name is cel- 


ebrated as that of an illustrious martyr in 


the Sacramentary of St. Gregory, the Roman 
Missal of Thomasius, and other martyrologies. 
There was noth in the life of St. Valen- 
tine to explain or justify the later -customs 
observed on his death-day. The connection 
is a purely accidental one, and the cus- 
toms alluded to are probably much 
older than the saint himself. They prevaiied 
in February, the saint’s day fell in 
the same month, and thus was the connec- 
In his lifetime Valentine was 


u

> and “ Veltin’s dance.“ 

Dean Swift, in his Tale of a Tub, de- 
fends the holy character of the saint, 
saying that he left examples to do deeds of 
charity, not look for lovers or handsome 
images to please our senses.“ It was, how- 
ever, as the saintof lovers that Valentine 
was most commonly known in England, as 
well as in North France and the Nether- 
lands. The association came about through 
the popular belief that near the middle of 
February, which, according to the old ca)- 
endar was later in the year than now, all 
the birds paired and it was thought that 
human beings should follow their example. 
St. Valentine’s Day falling also at that time 
the medieval mind, accustomed to assign- 
ing all departments of life to the care 
of the saints, na connected this 
pairing season with St. Valentine. Chaucer 
and nearly all the early English poets make 
use of this early connection.

The Well Known Chicago Millionaire Dies 
at Houston, Tex. 

The remains of Charies J. Hull, who died 
at Houston, Tex., Tuesday, are en route for 
Chicago and are expected to arrive about 
Friday noon. A cousin of the deceased, Miss 
Helen Culver, has gone to meet and return 
with the body, and to her are left the ar- 
rangements for the funeral and burial. 

[Charles J. Hull had for the last forty years 
been prominently identified with the business in- 

terests of Chicago. He 

was born in the littie 

Village of Manchester, 

Conn., in 1820. There was

studied law. r he entered the 

law department of Harvard, from which he 

graduated. He again returned to Chicago and 

practiced law and engaged in realestate busi- 

ness. It was to the latter that he paid the most 

attention and was one of the first to inaugurate 

the now general system of subdividing and plat- 

ting suburban property and selling it on the in 

stallment plan. He was successful in this work, 

and inafew years accumulated considerable 

wealth. But he, with gg Fey suffered in 

the financial crash of 1857, en the panic was 

over he was $1,000,000 in debt, but he lived to see 

the day when every dollarofit was repaid. 

After the war he went to Savannah, when 

he introduced his ideas of provid the 

working class and negroes with homes on in- 

stallment plan. It proved a success there, as it 

did afterward in Baltimore, Jacksonville, Fis.; 

Houstop, Tex.; Lincoln, Blair, and Ashland, 

Neb.; and Cairo, LiL, where he put the plan into 
execution. 

In a letter from Savannah toa friend he said: 
“Our enterprise is not a land speculation. We 
are endeavoring to distribute the lands adjoining 
certain large cities among the poor. If I succeed 
in carrying our idea to its legitimate results the 

uestion of what is to de done with the pauper, 

outcast, and the criminal will be solved.’ 

Mr. Hull was a man of indefatigable 1 
But he did not cultivate these qualities to 
detriment of others bigher. He was a philan- 
thropist. He was one of the founders and the 
first President of the Washingtonian Home; a 
trustee of and liberal donator to the University 
of Chicago; an active worker in the cause of wd 
hibition. The convicts of the Baltimore Peniten- 
tiary remember him not alone for his many acts 
of benevolence but for his weekly Sunday visits 
and talks. For years eve Sunday he gave a 
talk to the inmates of the bridewell in Chicago, 
and he devoted much time to the question of 
prison reform. He was ever active, and just 
prior to his departure for Texas upon business 
he boasted of having never taken a play day in 
forty years. He leaves no immediate relatives. 
His wife died some thirty years ago, and his 
three children since that time. His wealth is 
estimated to be between $4,000,000 and §5,000,000. }

GOSSIP OF LONDON TOWN. 


SIR JULIAN PAUNCEFOTE AND THE 
AMERICAN MISSION, 


Lord Salisbury Withholding the Aunounce- 
ment of the Appointment Until the 
End of President Clevelaad’s Adminis- 
tration—Lord Rosebery Elected Chair- 
man of the London County Board— 
Trial of the Bishop of Lincoln for Ritu- 
alisth—The O’Brien Case. 

[New York Tribune Cable.) 

Lonbon, Feb. 12.—Lord Salisbury, whose 
conscience seems uneasy, offers still another 
explanation respecting the British Legation 
at Washington. When he described the re- 
port of Sir Julian Pauncetote’s appointment 
as unauthorized be did not mean to imply 
that it was, as I said, practically settied, and 
that the announcement of it was merely pre- 
mature. I do not suppose he meant to imply 
it, Or Meant the world to infer it, nor did I 
say so. He wished to come as near denying 
the statement as he could with due regard to 
the truth. He does not deny that Sir Julian 
Pauncefote will de the next British Minister 
to Washington. 

I use Lord Salisbury’s name in this matter 
because it is he who is finally responsible. 
The présent explanation comes, however, not 
directly from him but from the Foreign Of- 
fice. Both Lord Salisbury and the perma- 
nent clerks under him are nervously anxious 
it should not be supposed that they will have 
anything to say on this subject to the Cleve 
land Administration. They are going to 
wait, they say, till Mr. Blaine’s first dispatch 
arrives before announcing anybody as Brit- 
ish Minister. Sir Julian Pauncefote is, none 
the less, overwhelmed with congratulations 
on his coming promotion.
